MAY EXPECT FROM HUGE 


FUND NOW AVAILABLE

ficial dropped some 
hints 


today on what the man on 
relief may expect from the 
$4,880,000,000 works-relief 
drive President Roosevelt is 
organizing1. 


The official refused to be quot- 
ed by name, saying he didn't want 
to "stick my neck up—yet." -But 
he did depart somewhat from the 
accepted capital custom these days 
of dismissing inquiries with, "but 
the president hasn't announced 
his policy on that yet." 


The hints: 
There are now 2,500,000 families 


doing work, of one sort or, anoth- 
er for the federal relief they get. 
The aim is to provide these, and 
1,000,000 more to be taken off the 
"dole," with work . relief in the 
new drive. 


They will be paid, It was said, 


an "average" wage of 
$50 
a 


month. In some southern sections 
where the cost of living and pre- 
vailing wages are called lower, 
they may get as little as $20 a 
month. In New Tork they may 
get $100 from some types of ac- 
tivity. Wages will depend upon 
the geographic location 
of the 
project, the type of skill required, 
and the wage rates prevailing in 
private lines. 
They will receive more money 


than they are getting now, but 
not so much as' private industry 
is paying, except in some scatter- 
ed instances where, the 
official 
said, private industry ian't paying 
a "living wage." - 


Higher Type of Project, 


They, will be employed on proj- 


ects officially described as of a 
higher type than some in the 
past. Probably there will be less 
"boon-doggling."

The 3,500,000 work relief figure

• BEAUMONT, April 26.—«P)-J. 
D. Campbell, judge of the Sixtieth 
district court and one of the best 
known jurists in East Texas, was 
found dead in bed at his home 
here today.

WILL BE STARTED 
CORH, FROST 


PUBLIC INVITED TO BRING 
PRODUCE TO PLANT FOR 
CANNING ON TOLL BASIS 


Opening of a new cannery unit 
at Frost and the reopening of 
the unit In Corslcana by the 
Navarro County' 
Relief 
Board 
within the next few days was 
announced Friday by O. L. Hazel- 
wood, county project engineer. 
The Corslcana plant will be re- 


opened next Friday, May 3, while 
the Frost unit ia scheduled to 
start operations on May 10, the 
following: week. Canning will be 
done on a toll basis with the re- 
lief 
commission 
retaining sixty 
per cent of the vegetables handl- 
ed and fltty per cent of the meat 
order's. . 


Local officials announced that 
no more empty cans would be 
supplied to individuals for can- 
ning, and in the future all work 
would have to be done at 'the 
relief cannery units. 
The new 
project covers a period of 24 
weeks, and will provide * labor 
payroll of $12,569.50. Material and 
equipment costing $1310.40 was 
approved and will be Installed im- 
mediately. 
The equipment with 
the exoeptlon of an additional 
hotel size retort will be placed 
in the Frost unit, the large re- 
tort being added to the Corsl- 
cana plant. 


Cannery on Toll Basil. 
The public is invited to bring 


produce 
to the 
canneries for 
preservation on the toll basis. 
Those desir.ng to use the plant 
should see K. A. BlaRney at the 
Corsicana Relief office 
< and se- 
cure a date for the handling of 
the produce. 
The manager

the Frost unit will be announced 
later. 


Mrs. J. O. Walker, former Cor- 
slcana plant supervisor, has been 
made county canning supervisor. 
It was also announced that wo-, 
men workers would be employed 
In the plants as far as possible. 
All employees will be

to have health certifclates. and 
all. but the supervisors must be 
on the relief rolls. 


A 15-acre community garden In 
Corslcana and a 5-acre garden in 
Frost will supply 
produce 
for 


handling at the plants, along with 
some 250 individual gardens at 
homes of relief clients. Seed for 
the gardens were supplied by tne 
relief commission. 


Canning activities were started 
in Nayarro county on October 18, 
1934 and since that time 
16,500 
cans of meat and 3900 cans

•^-Governor James V. All- 
red said today he planned 
to study the state's present

financial 


condition carefully

deciding whether to sign

$3,000,000 
centennial 
appropriation bill, passed yester- 
day by the legislature. 


The governor said he was' "se- 
riously concerned over where we 
are going to get the money" to 
meet the appropriation. The state 
is on a deficit and the legisla- 
ture so far has passed no reve- 
nue raising measures. 
The bill to appropriate $3,000,- 


000 for Texas' 100th birthday cel- 
ebration 
next year encountered 
strong opposition in both houses. 


AUSTIN, April 26.—(ff)—An ap- 


propriation of $3,000,000 to ' sup- 
plement other funuds for celebra- 
tion in 1936 of Texas' century of 
independence and progress today 
needed only the governor's ap- 
proval to become a law. 


Final legislative sanction of the 


bill climaxed three years of up- 
hill battling by centennial advo- 
cates. One step in the long fight 
was adoption of a constitutional 
amendment to authorize appro- 
priation of state funds for that 
purpose. 


There was virtually no doubt 
of the governor's 
attitude, 
for 
earlier in the session he com- 
mended the matter to legislators' 
consideration in a 
special mes- 
•age. 


Centennial advocates 
faced 
a 
delay in effectiveness of the act, 
however, as failure of each house 
to approve the report by a two- 
thirds majority would postpone its 
becoming a law until 90 days aft- 
er adjournment of the session. 


Quickly a movement was form- 
ed to make the bill effective im- 
mediately upon the governor's ap- 
proval by a concurrent resolution. 
Dallas, the central 
exposition 
city, promised to more than match 
a state allocation of $1,200,000 by 
providing $3,000,000 in municipal 
bond* and $2,000,000 In exposition 
corporation bonds. O'f the state 
allocation, Dallas could spend $1,- 
000,000 for buildings and the re- 
mainder for furnishings. 


Other Allocations. 
Other allocations were $250,000 
for the Alama at 
San Antonio 
and a like amount for the San 
Jaclnto battlefield near Houston, 
$578,000 for commemorations 
at 
other historical places, $225,000 for 
equipping a memorial museum at 
the University of Texas and $500,- 
000 for publicity.

SYMPATHY ONLY 


AUSTIN. April 27.—W)—The bod- 
ies of William Pierson, 64, justice 
of the Texas' supreme court, and 
Mrs. Pierson, 57. were borne to- 
day to the state cemetery after 
simple funeral services at the Uni- 
versity Baptist church. 
Former Governor Pat M. Neff, 
president of Baylor University at 
Waco, paid brief tribute to Judge 
Plerson's service to the church and 
state after Rev. Walter H. Mc- 
Kenzle, pastor of the church, de- 
livered the funeral sermon. 
"For a generation, Judge Pier- 
son walked in the white light of 
publicity," Mr. Neff said, "but that 
white light did not reveal one 
tarnished jewel in the resplendent 
crown of his judicial career nor 
one fallen leaf In the laurel of his 
private life." 
Two of the three surviving chll-- 
dren attended the funeral services. 
The youngest, Howard, who con- 
fessed he shot his parents to death 
Wednesday 
night, remained 
in 
jail. Officers said he did not re- 
quest permission to attend. 
Neither Dr. McKenzle nor Mr. 
Neff, who was in school with Judge 
Pierson both at Baylor 
and 
at 
Texas, referred to the nature of 
the deaths. 
In'the opening prayer, Dr. Mc- 
Kenzie asked God's blessing "for 
each of these three children ac- 
cording to their consciousness of 
their needs of thy help." He de- 
scribed Mr. and Mrs. Pierson as 
"sincere, unpretentious, and very 
devoted in their relations to their 
children." 


Church Work Recalled. 
The pastor recalled the service 
of the Supreme Court Justice as 
a deacon of the church and that 
of Mrs. Plerson as a Sunday school 
teacher. He said it had been sug- 
gested that the rites be as near 
like the usual Sunday church ser- 
vice as possible. 
"It matters not how long we 
live, but how well," Dr. McKenzle 
sarid. "We live in deeds, and not in 
years. Judge and Mrs. Pierson lived 
far beyond their ages." 
Jurists and lawyers from all-sec- 


tions of the state helped make up 
the large attendance at the ser- 
vices. Governor James V. Allred 
and all members of the appellate 
courts here were present. Capitol 
offices were closed by proclama- 
tion of Governor Allred. 


Services at the cemetery were 
brief. After the singing 
of 
one 
hymn, "In the Sweet 
Bye 
and 
Bye," and a prayer by Dr. Mc- 
Kenzle, the bodies were lowered 
to rest in graves surrounded by 
others of the State's great. 
They were directly between and 
about 100 fet distant from the 
paves of Stephen F. Austin and 
General 
Albert Sidney Johnson 


and almost beside that of Gen- 
eral Adam R. Johnson.

the Panhandle. 


Debate was started In the house 
on a bill to raise approximately 
$2,500,000 In revenue through a 
tax on sale of medicinal whiskey 
but it encountered stiff opposition 
and was withdrawn. 
A bill to auuthorlze formation 


of conservation districts to com- 
bat soil erosion in the Texas Pan- 
handle speedily passed the house 
and went to the senate. 


The house Iso passed an emer- 
gency appropriation of $4,100 to 
employ technicians in the board 
of water engineers to facilitate 
preparation of plans for water 
conservation projects to be financ- 
ed by the federal government. 
Special consideration was or-

The house passed a bill to es- 
tablish an agricultural and poul- 
try experiment station in south-

A senate bill to permit political 


subdivisions to go through bank- 
ruptcy where unable to arrange 
payment of their obligations was 
passed by the house.

The members of the religious 


orders were arrested 
during

wholesale purging of Catholic in- 
stitutions for alleged violations of 
the exchange'.law. 
Many of the nuns were arrested, 


Catholic sources said, have been 
In solitary retreat for more than 
five years. They scarcely know 
who Hitler Is, It was said, and 
"most certainly never heard of 
the devlsen 
(foreign 
exchange) 


law." Elderly and sickly mothers 
superior were among those arrest- 
ed. Some were brought to Berlin 
and put in the women's prison. 


This action was disclosed as 
catcalls and stamping feet greet- 
ed last night's anti-Christian meet- 
ing in the great Berlin sports pal- 
ace when Jabob Wilhelm Hauer 
declared that Christianity Is not 
the true religion of Germans, 
Vatican May Protest. 
At the same time the possibil- 
ity arose that the Vatican would 
protest against the new press law 
banning religious and other pub- 
lications held inimical to the third 
relch. 
While a report was being sent 
to the Vatican maintaining that 
Article IV of the concordat was 
broken by the new law, the 
church situation became further 
involved when the nazts struck 
nearer to the heart of the protest- 
ant opposition to the nezl church 
by arresting three more rebel pas- 
tors. All were closely connected 
with the' Inner functioning of the 
non-conformist, underground 
or- 
ganization. 
The pastors the Rev. Wilhelm 
Harnlsch, the 'Rev. Mr. Prastorius 
and 
Superintendent 
Qotthold 
Branlsch, office manager of the 
Berlin organization of confession- 
al clergymen, were arrested at 
the close of an executive council 
meeting of the confessional syn- 
od. The arrests apparently were 
made with the intention of cre- 
ating a salutary effect. 
Other members of the synod, 
however, said later that the execu- 
tive council would sit again. 
Hitler Divine Kevealer. 
Hauer, 
addressing 
a 
huge 


crowd at the nazi-sanctioned ral- 
ly, said that God had "revealed 
himself to us" through Adolf Hit- 
ler. 


"Christianity 
says 
there 
is 
only one way to God and who- 
ever does not believe In it Is lost,'1 
Hauer said. "Such a claim leads 
to confessionalism 
from 
which 
sprung all evils that afflicted the 
religious history of the German 
people in the past. God has not 
revealed himself in the co-called 
chosen people alone, but also to 
us through our fuerhor, to enable 
us to accomplish our great mis- 
sion in the world." 


Theological students attempted 
to break up the pantheistic gath- 
ering but after several interrup- 
tions they were dragged to the 
door by nazl brownshirts. Several 
were struck on the head.

Hauer's statement that the church 
would give way to the German 
"faith movement, with the cries 
of Never, never."

and colorful career. 


From the time-he took over the 
entire management 
of the huge 
DuPont organization in 1902, un- 
til he severed relations in 1916 
with" the E. I. DuPont De Ne- 
mours .company, which he organ- 
ized 
aTong 
modern 
lines, 
and 


even 
for " years afterward, 
his 


power In the wealthy Delaware 
family %vas felt. 
- T h e 70-year-old member of the 
family, born in 1865, took 
over 


the firm on the death of Eugene 
DUpont. 
In the next ten years, after he 


reorganized the firm and consoli- 
dated "its. various interests as the 
DuPont de Nemours company, the 
organization's 
assets 
increased 


from $15,000,000 to $82,000,000 with 
Alfred DuPont as vice president. 


All machinery used In the com- 
pany's, manufacture of black pow- 
der was designed by him, and the 
development of prismatic powder, 
as used by the United States gov- 
ernment in Its large calibre, guns 
is entirely the result of his in- 
genuity. 


Activities Varied. 
His activities outside of this 
state and the DuPont De Nemours 
company were wide.. He purch- 
ased- the Grand Central Palace, 
New York exhibition building, in 
1918. 
The building was used in 


the advancement of international 
commerce, in line with DuPont's 
theory 
that 
American 
buyers 


would be interested in 
foreign 


goods If displayed within their 
reach. 


Among his other -business Inter- 
ests were four radium mines at 
Central City, Col. He spent large 
sums in perfecting a radium test- 
ing and producing mill, and much 
of the radium produced was used 
In experiments for the treatment 
of cancer. 


In political life, DuPont was 
long a factor in Delaware, but his 
political moves were said to have 
created friction with other mem- 
bers of the family. 


Prominent In Politics. 
He became prominent In state 


politics shortly after 
becoming 


connected with the DuPont powder 
interests. He allowed his control 
of the republican party In the 
state to slip away, however, and 
for several years took little In- 
terest in political circles, until by 
a bold move in 1916 he regained 
control. 
.In 1920, he retired from politi- 


cal life, and since then, has not 
been active. 


After he severed relations with 


the Dupont de Nemours Company 
In 1916, he continued to 
hold 


large interests of its underlying 
organizations. He was president 
and principal owner of the Ne- 
mours Trading Corporation, which 
was demolished in 1920. He was 
one of the incorporators of the 
Dupont 
Securities 
Company, 
a 


250,000,000 corporation, which was 
organized in 1919, and for sev- 
eral years he held the control- 
ling interest in 
the 
Delaware 
Trust Company of Wilmington. 


Alfred Dupont was the son of 
Eleuthere Irenee Dwpont, grand- 
son and namesake of the founder 
of the DuPont powder mills. His 
mother was Charlotte Henderson 
DuPont, . daughter , of 
General 


Archibald Henderson, of Virginia. 
Educated' in 
Andovcr, 
Mass., 


Academy and Massachusetts 
In- 


stitute of Technology, he turned 
his attention, immediately upon 
graduation from the latter insti- 
tution, to the DuPont powder com- 
pany, taking personal charge of 
the 
manufacture of explosives 


and the work of perfecting the 
machinery used in the making of 
gunpowder. 


DuPont 
was 
married 
three 


times. His first wife was the for- 
mer Miss Bessie Gardner of Wil- 
mington. They were divorced In 
1906. They had four children. 


A year after the divorce, Du- 


Pont married Miss Jessie D. Ball, 
ford Maddox, who was his second 
cousin, in New York. She died 
three months after the marriage. 


In 1921, at Log Angeles, Du- 


pont married Miss Jessie D. Ball, 
of Los Angeles, and formerly of 
Virginia. 


At his death Alfred Dupont was 


a large stockholder but not an of- 
ficer of the E. I. DuPont De Ne- 
mours Company. 
Surviving children' are Alfred V. 
DuPont, Mrs. Herman Rouff, Mrs. 
Reginald S. Heidekoper, Mrs. El- 
bert Dent, Mrs. Victor Llewellyn 
and Miss .
